» plenty of employment at home. The 
dullest mind can understand the mean- 
ing of such stories as these: A short 
time since a woman dropped dead in 
Birdcage walk, a fashionable prome- 
nade in St. James' park, and within 
pistol shot distance of the royal palace 
—starved to death. Her son had been 
ont of work for five months, and there 
were cold and hungry children at home 
to receive the corpse. In Wolverbamp- 
ton a mechanic, 36 years old, tried to 
cut his throat. His wife had just 
brought him a baby. Ho had no work, 
no money, no food. In another town 
a man was arrested (or stealing a bit 
of cheese. 
He told the judge who 
tried him that he had been idle fur six 
weeks, had applied for aid at the work 
house and been refused; and even 
asked a policeman to lock him up that 
he might get a night's lodging. He 
was sent to prison for fourteen day*. 
In the Berwick country the people ut- 
tack butchers' wagons anil bread carts 
and rob them because they cannot buy 
In Burnley the workhouse is full to 
overflowing, and the applications for 
relief have increased 50 per cent. In 
another place the applications are two- 
thirds in excess of ordinary time!); 
over 1,500 of an increase in a single 
week. In London, close to the Lang 
ham hotel and the splendid mansions 
of the aristocracy, a boy died suddenly. 
The doctor at the Inquest said it was 
starvation. The father testified that 
he could not earn bread for his son.

THE TRAPPER'S STOBY. 


DCKINO the spring of 1845 our party 


was cncann>od on the head spring ol 
San Juan. » region as desolate m its, 
was* of rooky hills and mountains a* 
it was fruitful in turn-the object ot 
our expedition—and the most danger- 
ous »avae«B, who held full sway at the 
earlv time of which i write. A para- 
dise for trappers it was, beyond a 
doubt.

pools la the bed of some ancient river, 
we frwh«wat«r ponds of Plymouth 
County lie directly across the track of 
th» myriads of wild geese that journey 
northward with the approach of sum- 
mer, and .southward when the cold 
weather cornet. To bring down the 
swift-moving flock, which look*, high 
in the air, like a mere, thread drawn 
across the *xv, requires skill and pa- 
tience; to entice them within shooting 
range after they have struck the water 
i«yet more J'flicult. 


Tho experienced^ liunter selects a 


pond where wild fowl have been known 
to Htop either for rest, fresh water or 
sand, for gotfe most have all these, al- 
though they '"in do without either for 
a long time. '1 lien he select* n cove 
or miniature bay, backed by boggy 
swamps, and, if practicable, with a 
point of land jutting out into the pond, 
so as to all'r.v of a clear rtmgc to the 
right aud If ft, a* woll as In front. A 
gravelly or .sandy b«ach is necessary, 
even if the hunter has to boat the ma- 
terial to the spot. Six rods back from 
the end of the point should be built the 
stand, or blind. This should bo six 
feet in height, so as to allow the hun- 
ter room for hiding behind it. The 
better way to corutruct a blind is lirst 
to build an entire framework of boards. 
These then should lie entirely covered 
on the surface, toward the water with 
whatever variety of evergreen boughs 
the woods in the vicinity may furnish.

1 have seen two large 
flocks, numbering at least 1AO, and 
aligned with the precision of a regi- 
ment as they moved up in platoons to 


within 200 yards of the stand, startled 
by something that attracted the atten- 
tion of the commander. An old gan- 
der, with a hoarse cry, started from 
the rear platoon, and, moving to a cen- 
tral point between the two, seemed to 
manifest anger, as though there was a 
discussion whether they should halt or 
move on. The old gander paddled 
around in a circle and yelled incessant- 
ly. The flock halted for a moment, 
and then left the pond and proceeded 
on their journey southward. 


With the exercise of caution, the 


flock can usually be brought within 
range in an hour or two, and if they 
are particularly stubborn, the goslings 
should be thrown again. These, swim- 
ming to the shore, give confidence to 
thoir wilder relatives, and sometimes 
the wliele flock comes in with them. 
Then it is that tho skill and nerve of 
the liunter ore put to the test, for he 
would not kill one of his goslings for 
twenty Hocks. After a little chattering 
among themselves, however, and tish- 
ing the bottom for grans and gravel, 
the goslings start for the deftly-shaken 
grain within thu stand. I have seen on 
several occasions wild geese follow the 
goslings to the very edge of the blind, 
and engage in a bitter wing-pounding 
tight, thumping against the boards on 
the other side of which I was watching. 
Hut it is the flock and not tho single 
one."

Fresh caps are carefully put upon the 


heavy double-barreled fowling pieces, 
anil upon the lighter guns, which are 
set near by, ready cocked for shooting 
down the get-aways after tho first 
volley. There are four of us in the 
stand. Tlie flock, ten, twenty, or may 
be four times that number, is only six 
rods away, some pluming their feath- 
ers while standing in tho shoal water, 
others fishing for the coveted gravel, 
all unmindful of their danger! The 
muzzles of tut- guns are placed care- 
fully through the twigs of the blind. If 
anything is to be said it is spoken in a 
low tone of voice, as a whisper is more 
likely U> uttrue.t the attention of the 
fowl. 


Tl.o inexperienced hunter finds his 


heart throbbing with excitement and 
his nerves trembling as he views the 
grand army in front of him, for the 
fowl at six yards' distance in the water 
look large and noble. A dry twig is 
snapped to bunch tho flock, and by a 
never-failing rule tho right-hand man 
covers with his gun us many as ho can 
of tho necks of tho right, of the Hock 
and so on down the lino. Waiting 
until the geese arc most favorably 
bunched together, he counts "One, 
two, 
three," and at the last word the, 


large, deadly .shot from both barrels of 
the guns crash into tUc flock. There 
is a crackling of bones, like the break- 
ing of little fagots, wild, confused 
cries of ama/emutit and pain, and a 
dropping of wings as the killed and 
fatally wounded spread out on the wa- 
ter. There is no time to lose. The 
gunners jump to their feet, seize tho 
other fowling pieces as the remnant of 
tlio Ijoek rises, and more of them aie 
brought down. Here is the test of good 
markmanship, and the writer knows of 
a countryman who prides himself on 
.'•hooting singly two double-barreled 
gum after firing at the flock in the wa- 
ter, 
and bringing his bird down at ev- 


ery shot. 'Ihen to the boats for the 
cripples 
that 
are making for tho 


swamp. The trained ratriovor that has 
lain still throughout all the racket is 
now at his post for his part of the 
sport. He knows liis duty, and hardly 
over fails to perform it by finding tho 
".stowaway, 
which, 
being wing- 


broken or so badly wounded that it can- 
not fly, has crawled into tho bushes on 
tlie impassable bog. 
if not hurt too 


badly the fowl -is kept for service as a 
dtieoy and for breeding purposes. 


During the best of the light it some- 


times happens that the greater part.sof 
.several large flocks are captured in a 
day, as many IUH thirty or even more 
being killed at the lirst shot when a 
largo number of gunners are in the 
.stand. 


Custom has made imperative the 


rules for dividing the game, for it is a 
very common occurrence, and an an- 
no} ing one, when geoso aro flying, for 
tlm stands to be tilled with amateur 
sportsmen and farmers' sous. 
If they 


are steady of nerve and careful they 
are allowed to shoot. First, one-third 
of,the game goes to the man who owns 
the decoys, and then it is share and 
share alike with the remainder. Hut 
hopeless fellow he who finds that his 
piece has missed tire. No goose for 
him.—y. 1'. Hun.

hostelry. 


Hotel-keepers say that by the adop- 


tion of this plan the beats have been 
literally " starved out." 


The devices adopted in the past by 


hotel heats were numerous. During 
the war, Philadelphia hotels were con- 
tinually pestered by bounty-jumpers, 
who, rigged up in uniform, would ad- 
vance boldly to the desk and register 
as Captain this or Colonel that. When 
tho clerk entertained suspicions of the 
genuineness of the new-comer's mili- 
tary pretension*, lie would send for the 
local Kevruiting Oflioer, who woukl de- 
mand of the stranger his commission. 
If the latter was not forthcoming, he 
would be hustled off without further 
ceremony. 


Sometimes two beats would travel in 


company, but would appear strangers 
when registering at the hotel. The 
baggage of one would include a large 
trunk, while the other would content 
himself with a couple of] small valises. 


After stopping at the hotel for a few 
days, the latter would deposit his 
valises in his confederate's trunk and 
skedaddle. The other would pay his 
own bill later in the day and likewise 
depart. Thus ono bill was made to 
pay for two guests. What used to 
puzzle the hotel people was how the 
other fellow managedlto slip out of the 
place with his two valises. The fraud 
was carried on for some time before 
they dropped to the trick. 


Another scheme: A lady and gentle- 


man, 
of course of "prepossessing ap- 


pearance," would register at a first-class 
hotel. 
A large valise would comprise 


their luggage. When it was time to 
depart the lady would wind tho con- 
tents of the valise around her person 
arid depart "to tho theater" under 
cover of darkness, her companion or 
husband, of course, acting as escort. 


An old trick, also practiced for some 


time with success, was for the beat to 
declare that his room had been robbed 
of some valuable properly. Generally 
he fixed the amount of his loss at so 
high a figure and was so earnest in his 
threats of suing the proprietor that the 
latter would bo glad to compromise on 
a lower basis. A trick of this kind was 
unsuccessfully attempted at the Conti- 
nental Hotel a few months ago.—Phiht- 
delphia Jlecord. 


Diphtheria in England. 


THE current English papers aro filled 


with the mournful details of tho doatli 
of the Princess Alice of Hesse, from 
which it appears that her death was 
the result of her devotion to her family. 
Her husband and live of her children 
had been stricken down with diph- 
theria, and, although her physic! an had 
strictly warned her not to conic injclose 
contact with any of them, the strength 
of her affection led her to take Eer 
place by the bedside of tho sufferers 
and to minister to them, and in one in- 
cautious moment, overcome with grief, 
to embrace ono of tho children, tncrc- 
bv, as Itoaconslield touchingly said in 
his address to Parliament, receiving 
the kiss of death. The peculiar circum- 
stances of her death, and tho alarming 
manner in which this insidious and 
malignant disease swept through the 
Princely household, has given tho Lon- 
don Times occasion for a disquisition 
upon the disease itself which possesses 
unusual interest as disclosing some 
facts not generally known. 


Although we aro accustomed to re- 


gard diphtheria as an old and familiar 
disease, and although it has existed in 
many countries from 
very ancient 


times, it i? comparatively new in Eu- 
rope. It did not attract attention in 
England until thirty years ago. In the 
winter of 1H5X.y it became very preva- 
lent, and in those two years it swept off 
L'0,000 people. In 18GO tho number of 
deaths declined to about 5,000. In 1870 
chorewore2,.Wld3alhs;in 187-1, M.iitiO; in 
1H75, 3,S«6; and in 187(5, !),010, thus 
showing a yearly average of about 
;!,IH)0 deaths from a disease concerning 
the propagation 
and prevention of 


which it is apparent that the English 
practitioners are still densely ignorant. 
The utmost light that the 2'tr/jcs can 
throw upon itis that it certainly spreads 
by contagion, but that tho activity of 
its contagiousness is so influenced by 
individual susceptibilities that it is dif- 
ficult to draw any line between the ef- 
fects of infection and the conseijuences 
of personal liberty. While the com- 
munication of tho disease by personal 
contact is uncertain, it thinks that the 
ordinary modes of propagation 
are 


rather "from infection lurkingin houses 
or places thun by anv such conveyance 
as that which is familiar to us in many 
other maladies)." One of the best med- 
ical authorities in England, cited by tho 
TiiiiM, comes no nearer certainty than 
the following: " I know of no instance 
of the disease being carried from one 
house to another by the passing to and 
fro ot those who were themselves un- 
affected ; but the presence of one sick 
person in a house is suHieient for its 
communication to tho susceptible, how- 
ever carefully kept apart; so that the 
infection must to some extent bo dif- 
fusible in the air, and the danger has 
seemed to mo to bo greater from this 
source than from direct contagion." 


As a matter of fact, the English prac- 


titioners not only seem to have no spe- 
cific remedy for the disease, but are not 
as familiar with it or us successful iu 
trjating it iu) the American. They 
have reached that point where they 
recognize the similarity of some forms 
of scarlet fever and diphtheria, but they 
ilo not appear to have based any the- 
ories upon this coincidence that can 
evolve practical and successful results 
in treatment. As one among many 
doctors in this country who have made 
n special study of this disease, the late 
Dr. lieebe, of this city, whoso close 
analytical powers and boldness of re- 
search and practice were proverbial, 
may be cited. Acting upon the germ 
theory, aud extending his investigations 
as fur as the resources of the micro- 
scope and natural vision will allow, he 
not. only satisfied himself that the char- 
acteristic symptoms of scarlet fever 
and diphlliei ia were frequently inter- 
mingled, but that they were of a septic 
character. 
In his search for an anti- 


septic remedy he lirst used carbolic acid, 
but found that it coulil not be dill'used 
through the blood in sufficient quantity 
to kill the living germs. 
He next tried 


sulphite of .soda, but this lacked energy, 
and hence ollicieney. 
15y a chemical 


combination, however, of these twoelu- 
menls, resulting in thesulpho-carbolatn 
of soda, he produced a remedy not new 
in 
itself, but, as he claimed, new in 


its application to the prevention of 
these diseases, 
liy its use he claimed 


a compute disinfection of tlie blood, 
and announced to the community with 
certainty that was born of honest con- 
viction that its use in time would act as 
an absolute preventive, and that even 
alter the disease had attacked the pa- 
tient il would mitigate its severity. 
The, test of the doctor's theory was in 
his practice, and in this he woscortain- 
ly very successful. 
We cite tins case 


as one instance among many of the 
originality and boldness1 which has 
characterized the American investiga- 
tors. 
Whether investigation on the 


basis of the germ theory can proceed 
further is questionable, until science 
enlarges our powers of vision and the 
resources of the microscope. 
Tho 


English authorities, 
however, 
seem 


to * stop short with their theories 
and make no application of them, 
consequently wo see them, as tho 
Times indicates, working in tbe dark, 
with no specific remedy, with different 
forms of treatment, and without any 
concurrent system. Hence the undi- 
minished progress of the disease and 
its startling mortality in Great Britain. 
Perhaps our own physicians can go no 
further until science removes the ob- 
stacles that stand in tlie way, but tbe 
effort should be made upon Dr. Beebe's 
basis or upon any other reasonable 
basis that offers a hope of success. 
Both diphtheria and scarlet fever are 
becoming more prevalent every win- 
ter. The one attacks children and the 


other persons of all ages, and between 
them they are sweeping off thoir vic- 
tims with fearful fatality. The hint 
which the Timts throws out to the En- 
glish physicians in the following ex- 
tract, "an epidemic which is closely 
circumscribed at its commencement 
must, as a rule, present comparatively 
simple problems to the investigator, 
and it is to be hoped that these prob- 
lems will be submitted to those who 
are capable of appreciating the rela- 
tive value and importance ofany facts 
which inquiry may bring to light," 
should also be acted upon by our own. 
— Chicago Tribune. 


The Gregorian Calendar. 


IT is generally understood, according 


to certain profound calculations aud in- 
ferences, more-or less reliable, that the 
world enters to-day upon the 5879th 
year since tho creation; or, possibly, 
according to tho Julian period, the 
Goflid year; but, of course, the certain- 
ty that this is something about which, 
we may say, we know nothing, makes 
one number answer our purpose quite 
as well as the other. But ono thing, it 
is believed, we do know, approximate- 
ly, if not with absolute certainty, and 
this is recognized and adopted by the 
civilized world, namely, that we begin 
to-day the 1879th year of the Christian 
era; Anno Domini, or year of our Lord, 
1879. 
Tho now year will stand in his-

The Jewish year is based upon the 


calculation that the world was created 
3,760 years before Christ was born, and 
that number of years, added to the sum 
since the birth of Christ, gives 6089 as 
the Jewish year of the world. Tho Jew- 
ish year consisted of twelve or thirteen 
months of twenty-nine or thirty days 
each, by which wo may infer that it 
consisted of ono or the other at differ- 
ent periods. 


The Koman Calendar divided tho 


year into ten months, comprising 'M-i 
days, about seven hundred and thirty- 
eight years before Christ. This year 
was fifty-one days less than the lunar 
year, and sixty-one days less than tho 
solar year, unit, of course, did not cor- 
respond in any degree with the seasons 
as now. At a somewhat later period. 
Numa Pompilius, in 7Ui B. C., added 
two months to the year of Komulus, 
namely, January and February, and 
this, it would seem, continued until the 
time of Julius Ciosar, -15 B. C., or more 
than six hundred years, when that Em- 
peror, acting upon tho evidence and 
advice of the astronomers, no doubt, 
adopted the solar year of .'i(!5 days, (i 
hours, as the basis of what is known as 
the Julian Calendar, and made provis- 
ion for the excess of the solaryearovcr 
the number of days, by introducing 
bissextile, or leap year, when tho year 
was of 366 days, the name being do- 
rived from two sixes. 


Hut the true solar year, it was known, 


was composed of iJGu days, 5 hours and 
41) minutes. This slight difleroncc, it 
was found, in tho sixteenth century — 
1082— had amounted to ton days, and, 
to obviate this error, Pope Gregory 
XIII. ordained that that year (158'.') 
should consist only of 3C6 days, by 
which order the flth of October became 
tho 15th of October; and, in order to 
prevent any further irregularities, it 
was determined that the year which 
WHS the first in each century should not 
be bissextile, or leap year, excepting 
every fourth century; thus the lirst 
years of tho eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries, or the years 1700 and 1HOO, 
were not leap years, and the year 190U 
will not, be, but the year 2000 will beloap 
year. So that it may be reasonably be- 
lieved this matter is fully determined, 
as it has remained undisturbed since 
the time of Popo Gregory, nearly !iOO 
years. 


The question of dividing the solar 


year into months of a difl'erent num- 
ber of days has, no doubt, often been 
considered, ami the question asked, 
how the division, as now existing, was 
determined upon; but it will be seen 
at onco that, with three hundred and 
sixty-live or throe hundred and sixty- 
six days, they could not be made of 
equal length. Julius Ciesur, at the 
time the calendar was reformed and 
first arranged upon a proper basis, 
gave to the month of January thirty- 
one days; the next month thirty days, 
and so on, alternating through the 
whole number, when the deficit found 
in December was supplied by taking 
two days from the second month, and 
giving to this month the extra day in 
leap years. This arrangement gave to 
January, March, May, July, September 
and November thirty-one days each, 
aud to April, Juno, August, October 
and December thirty days each, and 
to February twenty-eight. This con- 
tinued until Augustus Ciesur, for whom 
t'ie month of August had been named, 
frivolously determined that this month 
should not be less than the month 
of Julius Civsar (July), and, therefore, 
added one day to the month of Au- 
gust, which was, probably, taken from 
the month which followed, September; 
and thi.s action had the efl'ect to de- 
range the system of his predecessor by 
increasing the number of months with 
thirty-one days to seven, and making 
the arrangement as it now stands, be- 
ing altogether arbitrary. The only 
e.'ise in which any one month has the 
.same number of days as its previous 
month is the month of August, caused 
by the order of Augustus. 


This is a concise history of the cal- 


endar, now adopted by most Christian 
Nations, under which tlie new year 
commences to-day. It recognizes the 
order of the universe by the adoption 
of thu solar system, approximating as 
nearly as possible, to the lunar system, 
and also the coming of Christ upon 
the earth as the Savior of mankind; 
and it seems as if no further changes 
will ever become necessary. The re- 
form established by Pope Gregory was 
adopted by France, Italy, Spain, Den- 
mark, Holland, Flanders and Portu- 
gal, in 1582; Germany two years later; 
Switzerland and Hungary in l.VW and 
1871; and by England in 1751 -'2, by 
leaving out eleven days, making the 3d 
of September the 14th of that month. 
In Russia, Greece, and throughout the 
East, the old style is still retained, with 
a difference now of twelve days. — ttos- 
lon Herald. Jan. 1. 


Balzac's Don.

liar there is a story about Balzac, 
which is probably new to many read- 
ers 
He was, like Dumas, always in 


debt, and dreadfully worried by duns. 
Once, when he had gone to bed, one of 
these unpleasant personages presented 
himself, and insisted on seeing: his 
debtor. In vain was he told that II. de 
Balzac was ill, that he was out, that 
he was in bed—he refused to budge. 
At last the sen- ant, in despair, told 
Balzac who was down stairs, and to his 


great amazement received orders to 
show tho importunate visitor up. Tho 
tradesman, already a little mollified, is 
ushered into the sleeping apartment. 
M. de Balzac sits up courteously' in bed, 
makes his creditor a charming bow, 
and inquires to what circumstance he 
may attribute the pleasure of his early 
visit. Flattered by the warmth of his 
reception, tho fyurnisscur murmurs 
something in which the word "mon- 
ey" is alone audible. "Money, my 
dear fellow?" cries the man of letters, 
with his broad smile, full of bonlionrie, 
" money do you want? Look in the 
right-hand drawer of the dressing-ta- 
ble!" 
Becoming instantly supple as a 


glove, the other runs to tho drawer, 
opens it, examines it, puts his hand to 
the back—there is nothing. " Ah," 
says monsieur from tho bed, 
"per- 


haps the left-hand drawer." 
Same 


scrutiny, same result. " Or tho mid- 
dle one." 
Still nothing. 
"I must 


trouble you to look under tho dress- 
iiig-table." (M. do Balzac is so polite 
it is a pleasure to listen to him.) The 
creditor puts his head down—no! In 
this way tho whole furniture of the 
room is examined, and even tho chim- 
ney. "Now," says the author, turn- 
ing sternly upon the crestfallen trades- 
man, in all the majesty of a tassollod 
night-cap, "if there is no money in tho 
left-hand drawer of tho dressing-table, 
nor the right-hand drawer, nor tho 
middle drawer, nor under it, nor under 
the bod, uor on tho wardrobe, nor up 
the chimney, how the dickens do you 
suppose 1 am to give you any?" \\ ith 
that he lies dowii Hat upon his back, 
and the creditor departs anathematiz- 
ing the poet. 


Yomlooisni in Washington. 


A QfKKit case was developed, yester- 


day, at police headquarters. Two col- 
ored women called there to Complain 
of having been swindled by a "vou- 
dooist," better known among the col- 
ored people as a "(trick doctor." Ono 
of these women is the wife of a col- 
ored man named Dabney, who resides 
on New Jersey avenue, between M and 
N streets, and who had been sick for 
several months with rheumatism. They 
had tried :i white doctor for some time 
without encouraging results, and their 
colored friends persuaded them to send 
for tho trick doctor, who goes by the 
name of "Mhiius Middleton,"' but 
whose real name is said to be Jo Car- 
roll, and who is well known to the po- 
lice us a sharp fellow, glib with his 
tongue and profuse in extraordinary 
adjectives and voudoo wisdom. 


Dr. Jo Carroll, alias Minius Middle- 


ten, answered the call, and, after a 
diagnosis of the case, offered to cure 
Mr. Uabncy, in a short space of time, 
for $28. It would be necessary for him 
to have some silver, lie said, and some 
gold, to start with, and a part of the 
money. Old Dabney's silver watch, a 
half-dollar, butter-knife, u pair of gold 
ear-rings, gold pin, gold pencil, watch- 
chain and several other trinkets, with 
$8.75 in cash, wore given him "to work 
with," us ho stated, with the under- 
standing that all of these articles ex- 
cept the money were to be returned 
after he removed the " spell" which he 
stated the old man was Muttering from. 
These he took away with him, after 
saying some voudoo gibberish, making 
some mouth contortions and going 
through considerable pantomime. Be- 
fore leaving, he said that some one had 
planted a trick on tho premises, which 
lie would have to remove so soon as he 
could ascertain where it was. This 
would take three days and three hours 
to find out. Tho Dabneys waited pa- 
tiently, the old man feeling bettor from 
tho start, and word passed about the 
neighborhood that tfie "trick" doctor 
was curing the sick man. This coming 
to tho knowledge of Roberta Ford, u 
a sickly-looking colored woman, living

through about tlie same performance, 


a bottle which was also re- 


moved. 


Mrs. 
Dttbney said the 
old man 


thought he felt bettor, but he got 
worse again. Roberta Ford (inter- 
rupting) said she thought her "mis- 
eries was a little better, and the gripes 
were clean gone; but she got wuss 
agirf." The rest of their story was 
that the doctor cama back again and 
said he knew what, the matter was; ho 
would have to change the bottle from 
one yard to the other and wait three 
days and three hours, then remove the 
contents of each, and both would be 
well of tlieir pains.

A Too Common Story. 


HEKK aro two extracts from tho local 


columns of recent Now York journals 
which we commend to tho notice of 
young lads who propose to enter com- 
mercial life. 


A middle-aged, educated gentleman, 


cashier of the, dock department, was ar- 
raigned for omboz/.lomont of funds be- 
longing to the city. He was, it ap- 
pears, n man of refined tastes, with an 
especial fondness for ilowers, which ho 
indulged to tho full extent of his own 
means. 


Ho was tempted at last to indulge in 


unusual outlay in the importation of 
rare tulips and orchids, and began to 
"borrow" tho money in small sums 
from the treasury. At tho time of de- 
tection he had embezzled over fifteen 
thousand dollars, nil of which had been 
expended in green-houses and plants. 


The seconucnso was that of a young 


man who came with high recommenda- 
tions from tho West, where ho hud al- 
ways deservedly borne a good charac- 
ter, to New York, where he obtained a 
position in an established linn as book- 
keeper. A few months ago he was led 
into debt for some trifle, innocent 
enough in itself, a bit of brif-ti-tirac, or 
unwonted linory iu dress. Other young 
fellows, ho thought, could do it; why 
not ho? 


His creditors pressed for payment;, 


the lad had but half the amount needed. 
Passing a gambling-house, it occurred 
to him that ho could make it all right 
by a lucky throw. Ho went in, threw 
and lost. 


Tho next day ho too "borrowed" 


from the drawer a few dollars to try his 
luck again. 
Ho lost; borrowed again 


and again, until ho had stolen two hun- 
dred dollars. 


Then luck turned, and he won ono 


hundred and eighty dollars. He staked 
it all and lost. The next day he was 
discovered, arrested, and is now in 
prison. 
For tho indulgence of that 


petty whim, or bit of vanity, he has 
sacrificed character, position and all 
hope for the future, and takou up the 
life of a felon. 


There is a singular uniformity in tho 


histories of almost all dofaulters. They 
are not thieves by nature. They aro 
tempted to some apparently innocent 
indulgence—what more harmless than 
Ilowers?

Cremation In Germany. 


AT the cremation chapel in Golhu, 


ho only public place for cremation in 
Germany, the remains of one Stior 
were burnt on Dee. IU, in accordance 
with his last will and testament. The 
burial service of tho 1'rotestant Kplsoo- 
pal Church was performed, as pre- 
scribed by tho church authorities in 
Golha. The body was lirst conveyed 
to a sort of chapel or hull and placed 
over a particular spot. A hymn was 
then sun;.'; a sermon preached; and a 
chorale clianted by a choir of boys, 
after which the body was lowered into 
the furnace 1/0 slow music, the clergy, 
man pronouncing a blessing. "Garth 
to earth," was of course not recited. 
Friends of the deceased were allowed 
to make speeches. Tho vault, a low 
and narrow apartment, filled with gas 
previously ignited, was heated to an 
extraordinary degree. In one hour 
and a half the coffin and body were 
consumed. In another two hours tho 
vault had sufficiently cooled down to 
allow of the mourners entering and 
collecting tho ashes in urns, which wore 
deposited in an adjoining columbarium. 
In the funeral sormon thu clergyman 
declared that then; could be no objec- 
tion to cremation on tho part of tho 


olfifcliinl Church, although it was 


true that tho custom ceased and burial 
took its place wlien Christianity began 
to prevail, about a thousand years ago.

He said 
that dmcaso was not, in itself, better 
than lienlth, but that, It tends to pro- 
mote longevity, relatively to circum- 
stances. He cited morbific conditions 
known as gastritis, rheumatism, horu- 
orrlmgu, mumps, arid i Main ted, with an 
earnestness tlitil commanded attention 
:vnd a ttubtloty of logic that inspired re- 
spect for his originality of thought, 
that these diseases prevented sudilen 
death. In gastritis the patient naturally 
refrained from eating. And demanded 
copious draught* of cold water, treat- 
ment which the most skillful surgeon 
found to be the best. In rheumatism 
the acute pain demanded rant, and rest 
was found to be just the thing needed, 
for the articular symptoms proved that 
heart disease Won tho real enemy, and 
muscular exertion was the most fatal 
thing for affection of the heart. So 
with other diseases.
